Loren Metzger ‘retires’ as official unofficial weatherman 


Loren Metzger, the official unofficial weatherman 
at the Sierra Madre News, is transferring to a univer¬ 
sity up north so he will not be able to continue 
providing rainfall information to the paper. 

Loren has been The News “rainmaker” since 
1986, and John Londborg, also of Sierra Madre. 
who has been supplying the temperature readings 
to The News, will not handle the entire weather 
report. 

Readers will hear more about John in sub¬ 
sequent editions. 

Loren, a native Sierra Madrean, graduated from 
Arcadia High School (they live on the border) in 
1984 and received his Bachelor’s degree in science 
and environmental science at UC Riverside in 1988. 
He is now working toward his Master’s degree at 
the University of California at Davis in hydrology. 
He will graduate in 1992. 

“Without my dad’s assistance 1 wouldn’t have 
been able to provide you with the rainfall weekly 
for the last two years,” Loren told The News. His 
father is Dr. Albert Metzger who is employed at 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


“Dad would take the readings and 
call me to inform me when I came home. I depended 
on a SIO Taylor rain gauge which I got at Arnold’s 
Hardware in Sierra Madre. It records the rainfall 
and has a graduated scale on one side. 1 can read 
the rainfall right off the gauge. 1 really thought 1 
might be able to continue giving you the weather 
and that’s why 1 purchased an electronic rain gauge 
this year. However, that quit working for me so 
now 1 am effectively out of business,” Loren said. 

Loren wants to tie his hydrology degree into 
his environmental interests when he graduates. Air 
pollution effects and global climate change are two 
special interests, he said. 

One of the least e.xplored areas is the effects 
of the climate change on water resources — hydro 
climatology. Other facets of hydrology that he will 
investigate is to.xic waste — “Ground water clean 
up is an exploding field right now. Our San Gabriel 
water problems are significant.” 

Loren says he hopes to return here and help 
out the area after graduation with the knowledge he has 
learned. Although he hopes to return to Sierra 


Madre someday, he might move out of the area 
because of the smog. 

He said he was always curious about the lack of 
rainfall information so he decided to begin record¬ 
ing the info. Loren called The News and asked 
if he could help and he was hired as a volunteer 
immediately. 

“Sierra Madre’s dramatic increase in elevation 
from south to north and its proximity to the San 
Gabriel Mountains results in a significant difference 
in precipitation from one part of the city to another 
due to orographic lifting of Pacific storms. This 
factor, combined with the city’s unblocked south- 
southwestern exposure to incoming storms, makes 
Sierra Madre one of the wettest Los Angeles Basin 
communities,” he said. 

His mother’s parents live in Palo Alto and his 
mother is in Los Osos so he will be able to see 
them more often now that he’s moving up north. 
He also has a sister, Joslyn, who lives outside of 
Mexico City with her husband who owns a stationery 
business.

Water conservation ideas from 
Beautification Committee 


This is another of the Beautification Com¬ 
mittee’s series of articles on water conservation in 
gardens, published by The News as a community 
service. Clip and save for your fall planting 
program. 

Vines, climbing up a wall or gracing a fence, 
lend a special ambience to a garden. 

Some are more drought-resistant than others, 
but can provide just as beautiful flowers as thirstier 
sisters. 

Sierra Madre’s own wistaria is known for its 
drought resistance and, in fact, often produces 
more blooms when watered less frequently. 

One of the most drought-resistant of the vines 
in bougainvillea, which comes in a variety of showy 
colors, including gold, purple, pink, orangey-red 
and scarlet, as well as white. 

Another is common trumpet creeper, with 
orangey-red flowers, known to thrive with no water. 
The blood-red trumpet vine is also very unthirsty 
once established. 

The yellow flowered cat’s claw vine needs very 
little summer water and honeysuckles are drought 
resistant, especially the yellow, orange and red 
flowered Cape honeysuckles and the Japanese honey¬ 
suckle. 

The cup-of-gold vine, with its enormous gold 
blossoms, requires little water once its stems become 
woody, and ivy is a reliable drought resistant vine, 
which doubles as a ground cover. 

Another unthirsty scrambler is lantana, which 
can double as sprawling shrub, vine or ground 
cover, with lavendar, red, orange or yellow flowers. 


and the equally sprawling plumbago, with pale blue 
flowers, requires little moisture. 

Some colorful drought resistant perennials in¬ 
clude the sages, which range from dark blue and 
purple to scarlet: California fuchsia, with reddish- 
orange flowers; purple sea lavendar, red-orange lo¬ 
belia, yellow daisy-like coreopsis, red-hot pokers; 
yarrow, in yellow, pink, red or white colors; 
gaillardia in maroon with yellow bands, penstemon 
in shards of red, purple and brilliant blue, and dusty 
miller in creamy yellow. 

Among unthirsty shrubs which double as hedges, 
espaliers or small trees are a number which 
thrive on no water at all. 

These include strawberry tree, toyon and coton- 
easter. which all produce colorful red berries or 
fruit. Pineapple guava, with edible fruit, tolerates 
drought, as does this colorful bottlebrush, with its 
scarlet red flowers, and the coast silktassel, 
which resembles an evergreen oak. 

Those needing little or infrequent deep watering 
include crape myrtle, with pink to scarlet blossoms; 
Australian tea tree, with weeping branches and white 
flowers, and myrtle, with white flowers and blue 
berries. 

Oleander thrives along Route 99 through the 
scorching San Joaquin Valley, lending its pink, red, 
white, orange and apricot colors to otherwise 
parched median. 

Many native plants and shrubs provided attrac¬ 
tive annuals and perennials, including our state flo¬ 
wer, the California poppy, which blooms in our

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Vacant or partially vacant proper¬ 
ties resulted in an increase in the per¬ 
centage of fire losses, and claim dollars 
paid out in 1989, as compared to 1988, 
according to statistical claim loss reports 
prepared by the California FAIR Plan, 
a statewide fire insurance pool. 

Fire losses over $5(XX) in damages 
represented 16 percent of all losses re¬ 
ported in 1989, as compared to 11 per¬ 
cent of all fire losses in 1988. The 
plan paid out over $4.1 million in claims 
on fires vacant or partially-vacant 
structures in 1989, representing 20 per¬ 
cent of all claim dollars paid out in 
1989. This compares to over $3 million 
paid out in 1988, representing only 13 
percent of all fire claims over $50(X) 
paid out in 1988. 

Partially-vacant and vacant pro¬ 
perties represent higher insurance risks 
for vandalism and arson claims due to 
lack of activity around the premises 
that could possibly deter such problems 
from developing. These properties could 
also indicate absentee landlords or 
management that could develop pre¬ 
vention measures to limit access on or 
into the structure at risk.

• At Kitty’s funeral we saw Ron Pulling 
(Kitty’s brother) who is our Sierra Madre News 
Washington, D.C. correspondent. Also there 
was Eileen Anderson, neice of Kitty and Don, 
who is former mayor of the city and county 

of Honolulu. She was here for our big Aloha 
Days promotion eight years ago during the 
time she was mayor. 

• Speaking of earlier day residents. Lew 
Goodwin of Chicago was in to say “hello.” 

He grew up in Sierra Madre and worked at 
The News "doing whatever the old man wanted 
me to do — clean up, delivery, pick up pay¬ 
ments, stories or ads.” He couldn’t remember 
the name of the owner at that time. 

Lew talked about gathering with other 
youngsters once a month at 4 a.m. at the fire 
station for a pancake breakfast before going up 
in the hills to clean fire bricks. He also worked 
for Mr. Hopper in his jewelry store when it 
was in Kersting Court. He was an apprentice 
there to fix docks as well as bring a soda 
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jerk in the summertime in the drug store 
across the court. “The malt shop was where the 
restaurant now is.” 

He noted, “The middle class would ride 
the Red Car from Los Angeles with Alpine 
packs and walk to Mt. Wilson. Usually a hand¬ 
ful of us 12- and 13-year-olds would go up at 
Orchard Camp to help them. For 50 cents we 
would run up to Orchard Camp, then run back 
down to catch the next group. 

“Alot has changed bu'. 1 see the drinking 
fountain in Kersting Court is original. A big fat 
dime used to take us through two perfor¬ 
mances at the theater (now that’s the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse). 1 remember being a kid in 
the big world war. We lived on Bella Vista 
Court when the Japanese bombed Pearl Har¬ 
bor. All of our Japanese population were ga¬ 
thered up and headed out of town the next 
day.” 

He said that Sierra Madre had several big 
families, among them the Ostis and Buchans. 
“The town is a microcosm of everything we 
knew. Fire Chief Heasley wass also in charge 
of the pool. The high dive was off the eucalyptus 
tree.” 

He noted that the paper was a labor of 
love. He (the owners he worked for) probably 
fed the paper to keep it alive. “It was some¬ 
thing you did.” 

1 assured him that was still true. 

Lew talked about the wistaria vine and 
remembered when the city brought in a tree 
man who injected the vine with Vitamin B for 
“an enormous amount of money — 
about $ 1000 — to oxidize the roots.’’ 

He talked about dairy farms and about 
Eileen Anderson’s wonderful long pigtails that 
the boys used to love to pull. 

Lew is a medical administrator who runs 
hospitals and large group practices, HMOs, 
healthcare delivery systems. He will be here for 
a couple of months. 

• Daughter Barbara attended her 10th year 
class reunion at San Marino High over the 
weekend. Can it be that these “children” are 
now adults, living sometimes exciting, some¬ 
times humdrum lives . . .? 

1 remember when they were still in high 
school, wanting so much to be adults. They 
would have parties at our home and we’d serve 
sparkling grape juice in champagne glasses with 
canapes. It seems 100 years ago ... 


Recently, we men¬ 
tioned that Bob and Mary 
Beth Cavanaugh of 
Sierra Madre had met 
Peggy Weiby (Margrit 
Butsch Weiby) and that 
Margrit had told the 
Cavanaughs fascinating 
information concerning 
when she was in Sierra 
Madre from the years 
1916 to 1935. We pro¬ 
mised that we would 
publish the information 
soon and it follows. Ed. 

In 1914, all German 
civilians were ordered out 
of Germany as the troops 
were rounded up because 
war was pending. My 
father sent Mother, my 
sister Elizabeth and me 
to the United States for 
our safety but he remain¬ 
ed to join the army as an 
interpreter. 

It was very difficult 
for my mother leaving 
all her family and friends 
and going to a strange 
country, knowing no 
one, with two small little 
girls 5 and 7 years old 
who only spoke German. 
Fortunately, Mother 
spoke excellent English 
with a British accent, 
which got us through 
hassles with real estate 
agents and furniture 
dealers. 

We settled in the love¬ 
ly small town of Sierra 
Madre at the foot of the 
San Gabriel Mountains. 
We two girls soon 
picked up the new lan¬ 
guage at school and with 
the help of our mother. 
But it was hard for Mo¬ 
ther to make friends as 
everyone shunned people 
from Germany. In 1917, 
America declared war 
against Gemany which 
made things even worse 
for Mother. She attended 
citizenship classes and 


became a citizen. 

Our house was on the 
main street, then 
called Central Avenue, 
and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
was the main boundary 
road at the end of town. 
Next door to the east 
was an old-fashioned 
wooden Congregational 
Church with a bell tower 
and to the west was a 
funeral parlor. 

The Pacific Electric 
big red car ran from 
Los Angeles past our 
house and on to the end 
of the line to the east. 
Across the street lived 
Professor Hart on a 
lovely wooded acreage 
with tall trees and a small 
home in the middle. He 
gave me violin lessons 
for six years and piano 
lessons to my sister. 

Upon his death, the 
property was sold 
to the city and made 
into a lovely city 
park, with a club house 
and two tennis courts 
where 1 spent every 
day after school playing 
tennis. 

Mrs. Park, a lovely 
old lady, was the only 
German friend Mother 
had in Sierra Madre and 
they would jabber on the 
four-party telephone 
line in German as 
they could always hear 
receivers being lifted by 
nosey neighbors who 
listened in. 

Mrs. Park lived in a 
small wooden house 
on Mountain View Rd. 
with no sidewalks but a 
huge oak tree near her 
frontyard. Her whole 
front yard had no 
lawns to mow, only 
completely planted with* 
many colored geraniums. 
Her back yard had tall 
hollyhocks along 


the back fence and down 
the sides. The lot was on 
a slope so she made steps 
in the ground so by turn¬ 
ing on her water faucet, 
it would irrigate the whole 
length of the lot without 
having to water with 
a hose. 

She was a wonderful 
cook and we loved 
her sauerbraten and" 
homemade spaetzle 
(noodles) and sour 
gravy. 1 will always 
remember that flavor — 
even Knott’s Berry Farm 
can’t equal it. 

The “downtown” was 
a typical small town 
that Hollywood could 
use in the movies with a 
small streetcar station 
right in the middle. There 
was one bank, one hard¬ 
ware store, a grocery 
store where the owner 
lived upstairs, a drug 
store that had a 
soda fountain with stools 
and which was the gath¬ 
ering place for young 
people. There was 
one theater which had 
matinees for the kids 
every Saturday after¬ 
noon that showed series 
that always ended on 
a clitf hanger so they 
would be sure to come 
back the next Satur¬ 
day. 

In the grocery store, 
they had the well-known 
large wooden pickle bar¬ 
rel and a little machine 
you cranked up by 
hand and out poured 
fresh peanut butter into 
a paper carton. Mother 
would hand me a list and 
I would walk about 
four or five blocks to get 
the groceries, pulling 
my little red wagon with 
my collie dog riding in it. 

At that time, there was 
no self service; we 


just handed our list 
to the grocer and he 
would run all around the 
store, picking up the 
items Mother ordered 
and loading my wagon. 

On the way home, my 
collie had to walk on a 
leash and a muzzle. One 
wonderful benefit in those 
days was if you were 
unable to walk to the 
store, they would deliver 
to your house for a 
small charge . . . also, 
doctors made house 
calls. 

Every summer a Wis¬ 
teria Festival was held 
at a beautiful old estate 
close to the mountains. 
The wistaria vines grew 
on many, many arbors 
all over the estate and the 
lavender blossoms hung 
down like bunches of 
grapes to shade the small 
booths where the Wo¬ 
man’s Club members 
sold hand-crafted items 
and refreshments. 
It was a big occasion 
as this huge wistaria vine 
was one of the largest in 
the country. 

Up in the canyon at 
the foot of the moun¬ 
tains were small cabins 
and a grocery store and 
an old swimming hole 
made of large rocks 
and cemented together to 
hold the water. A big 
tree hung over the water 
which had a knotted rope 
that we swung on and 
made a big splash. Such 
wonderful fun. 

One summer Mother 
rented a cabin in the can¬ 
yon near a creek and 1 
promptly spoiled my va¬ 
cation by getting a good 
dose of poison oak. 

One of my school 
mate’s parents lived in

School bells are ringing this week, and so 
I take down from my bookshelf one of my fav¬ 
orite “read-aloud” books. 

It has been several years, but 1 still remem¬ 
ber the look of delight on my second graders’ 
faces, the first day of school, as a 1 read 
“Over in the Meadow.” 

Based on the traditional Southern Appala¬ 
chian counting rhyme by Olive A. Wadsworth, 
it becomes a visual treat in the Scholastics 
Inc. publication with Ezra Jack Keats as Illu¬ 
strator. 

Although the rhythm of the rhyme is the 
part I like the best when I read it. the child¬ 
ren also delight in the illustrations that splash 
warm colors in the drawings of turtles, fishes, 
bluebirds, muskrats, honeybees, crows, crickets, 
lizards, frogs and fireflies. 

The joining of the music of sing song rhyme 
with words on a page is a marriage made in 
heaven for young childrens’ books. Children 
respond in such a positive and powerful way 
that learning becomes fun, therefore learning 
occurs. 

There is even a recording of this text that 
transforms it into iazz. It sets the stage for the 




finger snapping and Appalachian drawl that 
makes reading the book so enjoyable. 

Whether the objective is having the child 
learn to count to 10 (preschool and kinder¬ 
garten), read the text (2nd - 3rd grade), or 
simply to encourage the love of books, their 
possibilities and the poetry of musical language 
(any age), “Over in the Meadow,” a Blue 
Ribbon Book, is a winner: 10 thumbs up. 

“Over in the meadow in the sand, in the sun. 

Lived and old mother turtle and her little 
turtle one. 

“Dig!” said the mother. 

“1 dig,” said the one. 

So he dug all day. 

In the sand, in the sun. 

“Over in the meadow, where the stream 
runs blue. 

Lived an old mother fish and her little 
fishes too.” 

“Swim!” said the mother. 

“We swam,” said the two. 

So they swam and they leaped. 

Where the stream ran blue.” 

And so it goes . . .

a small building called 
Half Way House 
which was half way up 
the mountain to Mt. Wil¬ 
son. They had a small 
cafe and rest stop for 
hikers. It was tour 
miles each way for 
this young girl to walk 
every day to school 
carrying her lunch and 
her books but she did 
not seem to mind. 

Several blocks up the 
hill from our house 
nestled right at the base 
of the mountains was a 
large complex of build¬ 
ings that was a monas¬ 
tery and we kids would 
sneak up close to see if 


we could see the monks — 
just children’s curiosity. 

This small town’s 
school system con¬ 
sisted of kinder¬ 
garten through eighth 
grade so after gradua¬ 
tion, we went to John 
Muir Junior High School 
for two years in Pasa¬ 
dena and then to Pasa¬ 
dena High School two 
years. All the students 
from Sierra Madre rode 
the big red car to La- 
manda Park, transferred 
there onto a “dinky” 
(small street car) to both 
schools. When we rode 
the red car to Sierra 
Madre Blvd., that was 


the edge of town and 
then we passed 
acres and acres of grape 
vineyards owned by Mr. 
Haynes. 

Graduation from Ele¬ 
mentary School was 
held in the Woman’s 
Club House on Central 
Avenue. The girls 
wore navy blue pleated 
skirts and middies 
(white sailor blouses 
with a black tie). This 
outfit we wore through 
junior high and through 


the 11th grade in high 
school when it was voted 
that we no longer had to 
wear these uniforms. 
Our gym suits were below 
knee-length black 
cotton bloomers and 
long sleeved blouses 
(black cotton). 

Graduation from Ptisa- 
dena High School was 
held in the Rose Bowl 
with maypole dancing, 
marching bands and 
speeches, the full treat¬ 
ment.

Kim McNeill continues 
female chain of student 
body presidents at AHS 


Kim McNeill, who was 
elected by her classmates 
as student body presi¬ 
dent at Arcadia High 
School, is the fourth 
consecutive female presi¬ 
dent but only the fifth 
female to ser\c in that 
role in the school’s 
history. 

Dana Merritt was the 
first to lead the stu¬ 
dent body in the 
late ’70s and it 
wasn’t until Lisa Hudson 
was elected in 1987 
that the girls 
captured the presi¬ 
dency. Hudson was 
followed by Christine 
Lechler and her sister, 
Jill Hudson. 

McNeill got a taste of 
what it was like to be 
a student leader when 
she was vice president 
at Foothills Junior 
High School and as a 
junior senator at AHS 
last year. “1 like being a 
leader, making decisions. 
1 like to have people turn 
to me for advice,” said 
the new president, who 
said that she had some 
ideas for the school 
and felt that by being 
president was the best 
way to carry them out. 


Her primary goals 
have to do with im¬ 
proving student involve¬ 
ment and interracial rela¬ 
tions. She also would 
like to see more inter¬ 
action between faculty 
and students, awa> 
trom classiuum sitiia 
tions. 

This summer, the 17- 
member executive council 
has cleaned out show¬ 
cases and the Smoke- 
signal notice boards on 
campus: benches and 
tables have been 
painted; and the 
council worked registra¬ 
tion and sophomore or¬ 
ientation. 

McNeill will also be 
vice president of 
the Ski Club and will be 
a cast member for Drama 
III-IV this year. 

This 17-year-old senior 
plans to go on to a four- 
year college after high 
school graduation, and 
she may major in poli¬ 
tical science as a pre¬ 
lude to law school. How¬ 
ever, that decision hasn’t 
been made yet as she 
plans to concentrate this 
year on her role as stu¬ 
dent body president be¬ 
cause there are so “many 
things 1 want changed.”

Planning Commission seeks 
community input on general plan 


SIERRA MADRENEWS 
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In order to garner 
more community input 
regarding a Draft Revised 
General Plan for the 
city of Arcadia, 
the Planning Commission 
has continued its con¬ 
sideration of the revision 
until Tuesday, Oct. 23. 

Last week a public

100-miler in record time 


As a late entry, Jim 
O’Brien of Monrovia 
had to talk himself into 
the Leadville Bud Light 
Trail 100 last month. 
When he won the race, 
setting a course record 
by some eight minutes, 
race officials thanked 
the Caltech track coach 
for entering the race, 
which is dubbed “The 
Race Across the Sky.” 

Also known as Ameri¬ 
ca’s highest 100-miler, 
the race began at 4 a.m. 
with the tempera¬ 
ture 32 degrees in Lead¬ 
ville, Colorado, at an 
elevation of 10,152 feet. 
The race took some 300 


entrants as high as the 
12,600 ft. Hope Pass 
and through various 
weather changes. O’Brien 
said that the mountains 
create their own weather 
which brought hail stones 
bopping on his head, 
thunder, lightening and 
as much as two inches 
of snow in Leadville, 
known to have the highest 
mainstreet and highest 
airport in the United 
States. 

In order to aclimate 
himself to the altitude 
and weather and to 
learn the course, O’Brien 
and his wife, Lupe, 
spent several weeks in

He ran in the Boston | 
Marathon in April but 
had torn a quadricep 
muscle just before the 
race; and it "felt like 1 
was running with one 
leg.” He finished 
297 out of some 10,000 
runners; however, it 
was his eighth con¬ 
secutive finish in 
the Boston event. 

In order to prepare 
for a race such as 
the Leadville 100, O’Brien 
runs in the local moun¬ 
tains, running some 120- 
150 miles a week. On a 
regular basis he still runs 
85-100 miles in a week. 
He also works out with 
his squad at Caltech, 
which boasts of being 
the winningest team in 
the school’s history.
